Protest at Gastonia Work- 
ers' Trials 


London — W — Communists and

attempted to'present a 


resolution of protesi'at the Gastonia, 
N. C., textile workers' trials. ' 


The parade ~of Communists,' num- 


bering several hundred, formed at 
Trafalgar square, and moved toward 
tho American embassy when its way 
was barred by a cordon of police 
who informed Its leaders they could 
not be received at the embassy. 


^Free-for-all-fighting ensued, In the- 


course of which some of the Com' 
munists smashed ' windows of pass- 
ing vehicles and Involved innocent 
passers-by. The clash lasted for more 
than a half hour before severe club- 
bings by mounted policemen and a 
number of arrests quelled the red 
spirit. 


The communists carried such ban- 


ners as "MacDonald Gorges In Wash- 
ington," and "Textile Workers Starv- 
ed and Murdered in Gastonia." Thev 
flaunted these , at the windows of 
passing omnibuses until police took 
them away from them. 
v 
The people In the neighborhood 


least concerned about the whole af- 
fair were the members of the Amer- 
ican embassy. Police had drawn 
their cordon far enough away from 
the building to insure its inmates not 
being disturbed. 


All of but "three of those arrested 


later were released. Damage seemed 
to have been small.

to fifty years following his convic- 
tion on a statutory charge by a su- 
perior court jury here last night. 
The verdict will bo appealed, de- 
fense attorneys announced. 


Pantages, 64-years old, was found 


guilty of an attack on Eunice Prln- 
gle. 17-year-old dancer, when tho 
girl went to his offices to book a 
vaudeville skit on his theatrical cir- 
cuit. 


The jury of seven women and five 


men deliberated 21 hours, but from 
the first ballot agreed that Pantages 
was guilty.' The delay in returning 
the verdict was occasioned by, the 
jury's inability to agree whether 
Pantages should be sentenced to one 
year in the county jail or from one 
to fifty years in the penitentiary. 
The 12 finally agreed on the longer 
sentence at 9:29 last night. 


Pontages at' once became prisoner 


Number 119,251 in the Los Angeles- 
co jail, pending formal pronounce- 
ment of sentence Friday morning by 
Superior Judge Charles Frickle, who 
presided at his trial.

When the war started in 1914 von 


Buelow issued an appeal to all Ger- 
man's to "defend" the Fatherland. A 
few days later his brother was-killed 
in the fighting before Liege, Belgium, 
n December'of that year von Bue- 


went to Rome as German am- 


>assador. a post he? had filed before. 
\Vithin a month he 'was reported to 
lave spent $400,000 in a pro-German 
publicity campaign to keep Italy 
out of the war and was charged with 
attempting- to overthrow the Salan- 
dra ministry.

Upon Italy's declaring war on Aus- 
ria in May, 1915, 
von Buelow left 


tome with his staff and returned to 
Berlin. For the 
next two years or 


more his name was mentioned in con- 
nection with various peace overtures 
by-the Central Powers. Just before 
he collapse of Germany, von Bue- 
ow was advocated for a return to the 
chancellorship by the Conservatives 
and Centrists but was strongly op- 
posed by the Socialists.

sued him for

Jrand Council returned a finding In

Shortly afterward it -was 
announced that von Buelow would

.o Italy by the German government. 
Plans had been made for his arrival

CHANCELLOR'S FOE 


Prince von Buelow was a 
bitter 


critic of Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, 
the war chancellor. He denied that 
the declaration of war-was "inevit- 
able." In sketching- his own career 
as chancellor, he told how he was 
able to avoid war and eald that von 
Bethmann-Hollweg "lacked political 
art." 


"During the grave' 
weeks before 


tho conflict," he wrote, "serious psy- 
chological, diplomatic 
and political 


mistakes were made by Germany's 
political leaders which were unjustly 
attributed to the people." In the early 
stages of the war von Buelow made 
several efforts to bring about peace, 
when It was seen the Central Pow- 
ers could not win.

CURBED EMPEROR 


One of the best remembered inci- 


dents of Prince von Buelow's power 
behind the throne, previously refer- 
red to, was his triumph In 19<K8 curb- 
Ing: the impulsive utterances of Wil- 
liam II. It was precipitated when tho 
London Telegraph published an in- 
terview in which the former emper- 
or was credited, among other indis- 
creet things, with having eald that a 
majority of the German people were 
hostile to Great Britain. 


It brought a fire of criticism not 


only from England but from his own 
people down upon his own head. The 
German Reichstag for the first time 
In history made its emperor personal- 
ly the subject of public debate. In all 
quarters ho was accused of over- 
reaching his constitutional authority.

von Buelow rose. 


Though enraged, 
as he must have

ho assumed official responsibility for 
tho Emperor's indiscretions, tried to

Bingham said Cooley was in error 


wh^n he testified under oath "that 
he did not see me."

The speaker then called attention

Concluding his address 
the Rev. Mr. Scblueter urged a great- 
er appreciation and a more diligent 
use of the catechism of the Luther- 
an church. 


"Educational 
advantages 
have 


never been greater in the history of 
the world than at the present time 
and people are not slow at availing 
themselves of the given apportuni- 
tles for social and commercial ad- 
vancement, the Rev. Mr. Schumann 
said "in his English address given at 
11 o'clock Sunday morning. 


"But the Lutheran church has

Washington— Lobbyists In . the 


Grant administrations •were

• fo bribe the sneaker of the House 
or to offer the vice president a pros- 
perous corporation job to count on 
after his term expired. 


It seemed as if nearly everyone

Speaker James G. Blainc, one of 


the most distinguished statesmen of 
his time, was badly tarred in 1876. 
Soven years previously Blame, who 


, had helped the Little Rock & Fort 
YSmith Railroad with one of. Its land- 
" grant bills, was permitted to sell a 
. large amount of the road's bonds 


which should have gone to the cus- 
Corners "as" a personal commission, 
.plus 132.000 brokerage commission. 
' When the road went broke and the 


bonds •vyent bad the customers bp- 
came'incenseH and the only way to 


, avoid exposure for Blaine was to 
' take back the "bonds and reimburse 
the buyeis. 


Suddenly three railroads, includ- 


ing the Union Pacific, began to buy 
up the Little Rock & Fort Smith 
bonds. It was charged that they were 
saving Elaine's neck in return for 
'his great legislative influence. Tom 
Scott, the 'Union Pacific's chief lob- 
byist,,was an important figure in the 
deal.

dent on fishing trips. Grant had his

favored industries poured money in- 
to his campaign chest.

chaotic each day, and consistently so. 
Two great forces are at odds in the 
shaping of this legislation. One is the 
industrial East and the other is the 
combination of the agricultural Mid- 
west and the agricultural South. This 
division in a general way has existed 
ever since McKinley's time and the 
launching of the ''Iowa idea" by Sena- 
tor Cummins nearly thirty years ago. 
To be sure, the agricultural Mid-west 
has not always voted this way. It has 
had senators and representatives in 
congress from time to time who were 
in sympathy with the extreme protec- 
tionists. Nevertheless there have been 
at all times during this period numer- 
ous 'Republicans who opposed such 
tariff measures as the Payne-Aldrich 
bill and the Fordney-McCumbcr act. 


, These men have protested that in 


many instances 
industrial 
interests 


were being accorded excessive protec- 
tion, at 'the expense of consumers in 
general and the '"farmers in particular, 
while the latter were receiving insuf- 
ficient protection. 
Broadly speaking, 


the'skme issue is presented today by 
the "attempt of the industrial East to 
revise an already high tariff upward. 
Senator LaFollette in opposing this 


f scheme gives voice to the same valid 
• protest that has come out of the Mid- 


, west for a generation and a half. He 
v shows that certain interests scheduled 


to receive the benefits o£ higher duties 
are already enormously prosperous and 


large dividends, while their 


at record prices. It 


can hardly be that such industries are 


'•'languishing for the lack" of adequate 


•- protection or that they are entitled to 


additional protection. 
In a general 


way, these facts apply to industry 
throughout the United States. It has 
never been in so prosperous a state. 
Earnings have never been so great and 
the prices of stocks so high. In the face 
of this" situation it is hardly reasonable 
to engage in upward revision of tariff. 


There is nowhere discernible a pop- 


ular demand for tariff revision of any 
sort, except as it might conceivably 
benefit agriculture. Even in this field 
' there is doubt as to its real value and 
of course the appeal is sectional. If the 
jam in which congress finds itself ends 
in flo tariff legislation there will be 
little popular disappointment or lam- 
entation. On the contrary, we think 
there will be for the most part rejoic- 
ing and satisfaction.

out gamblers' winnings? 


A little reflection 
ought to make 


anyone realize the fallacy of this argu- 
ment.

After a card vgame, there is just 
as much money in the room'as there 
was before. It is merely distributed dif- 
ferently.

GREAT LAKES TRAGEDY 


Was it nectssary for the 27-year old 


car ferry "Milwaukee to leave port 
Tuesday, the day of the severe storm, 
one of the worst in the history of lake 
navigation? Could the 27 freight cars 
she carried have waited 24 or 36 hours 
to be transported to Grand 'Haven? 
The answers to both questions are ob- 
vious. It was not necessary to send her 
out and the cars could have waited. 
Some error of judgment is responsible 
for the fatal order or rule that doomed 
52 men to-unnecessary, death, and sent 
the ferry and its 27 freight cars to the 
bottom of Lake Michigan instead of 
their destination. Who was the official 
who made the decision and issued 
the order to the Milwaukee to. defy the 
storm? If she sailed merely under rule, 
what official or authority is responsible ' 
for the rule? These facts ought to be 
easy to ascertain and they ought to be 
known.

It seems to us there is personal and 


criminal responsibility somewhere. It 
may, be direct or it may be indirect. If 
indirect, it establishes the need of au- 
thority that must squarely meet the 
question of dispatching or holding ves- 
sels in such emergencies, and be held 
accountable for the consequences. Ev- 
ery fall vessel owners and railroads op- 
erating car ferries gamble with death 
in the heavy storms of that period. Ev- 
ery year there are losses of ships and 
men. 
Something should be done to 


curb navigation at this season in the 
interest of greater safety. The loss of 
the Milwaukee calls for federal inves- 
tigation, action against those to blame 
and the adoption of preventive mea- 
sures that will be more effective than 
those now in force.

Better be frank to say 
so and1 what of it.

In due course the musician 
is arested, establishes a plea of self 
defense and. Is freed. But meanwhil 
the woman learns to know him as a 
weak romantic who can play a flddl 
but who lias nothing in his-charac 
ter on which she can- depend. Sh 
abandons him spiritually before he 
abandons her physically. On the las 
page the husband comes back on the 
scene and takea his wife back. 


That last Is somewhat unconvinc 


ing, 
although of course the autho 


needed it in making the contras 
between the weakling and the strong 
man.

H.H. Helble Describes 


Means of Overcoming Ob-

title of a four and one-half page 
article written by H. H. Helble. prin- 
cipal of the Senior high sch»l. 
and appearing in the October issue 
of "The Nation's Schools." Two pic- 
tures, one of Mr. Helble sea'ed 
his desk in his private office, and 
another euowing him w to* ciass 
room, conferring with a group of 
high school teachers, are published 
with the article. 


Mr. Helble, who has made a thor- 


ough study of the obstacles of super- 
vision, says that supervision of in- 
struction is the attempt to improte 
classroom procedure. 


"Supervision seeks to Improve the 


technique of instruction, teaching or 
the learning process," the article 
states. 


"There are still some persons who 


doubt the value of supervision of in- 
struction in the .secondary school?. 
That supervision Is both important 
and necessary is assumed throughout 
the article. It is also true that cri- 
ticism is directed more against facul- 
ty supervision than against super- 
vision. 


"A too narrow conception some- 


tjmes holds that the visiting of class- 
es constitutes all there is to super- 
vision. Supervision Is broader. 


IGNORANCE IS OBSTACLE 


.."Ignorance of good teaching is an 


obstacle. According to Francis I* 
Bacon, past president, National As 
sociation of Seconary School Prin- 
cipals, 'the secondardy school knows 
[HUe and does less about supervision.' 


"High school teachers and supef- 


vlsors are filled up with subject mat- 
ter and book materials. Strangely, 
although teachers' colleges and norm- 
al schools have been strikingly suc- 
cessful in influencing the develop- 
ment and practice of supervision in 
the elementary school, they have 
not had a similar influence in the 
secondary school. Teachers' colleges 
must recognize the importance of 
this problem and proceed to train 
their students for the supervision 
in the secondary school, 
i "Importance of supervision over- 
looked. 
This is another problem 


Closely allied to the two just discus- 
sed. 
It is the inability of school 


boards and superintendent of schools 
to recognize good and poor teaching 
•when they see it. 
Much of tins 


shortcoming Is caused, as in the case 
of principals and of teachers' col- 
leges, by the failure to appreciate 
and recognize the significance and 
importance of supervision. 


"These authorities frequently give 


promotions in principalships of hi 
bchools, grant, salary increases and, 
otherwise show a'teck of realization 
of what really constitute good high 
school administration' for 
reasons

If we, as high school 
principals, actually like supervision. 
we will find time for it. 


"Teachers resent supervision. There 


are as many cures for such unpro- 
fessional attitudes. 
Some will re 


quire personality adjustments: some 
are simply unadjustable. Some will 
involve the painfully slow and xor- 
tuous methods of changing emotiMi- 
Ized attitudes, a habit and traln'n^ 
fixations. How to get an old" teach- 
er to respond properly to supervision 
by a young principal Is a problem 
that may defy his best efforts. 


"Supervision is too often mechan- 


ical and technical. We pay too much 
attention to methods and the machin- 
ery of teaching and not enough to 
basic underlying principles of, good 
teaching. Over emphasis on scienti- 
fic and objective-mindedncss on the 
part of the principal may cause .'s 
to press too far in this direction. 
To safeguard against this danger, 
.we need to develop a philosophy of 


education as well r.s philosophy ot 
supervision. 


"-Sustained personal effoit is nec- 


essary. 
Supervision is frequently 


Without plan or purpose. Much of it 
is of the hit-or-miss, casual inciden'.il 
class inspection-Msitation kind. 


"At the risk ot imiting criticism 


for repetition, let it be: said agaii 
that sustained personal effort on the 
part of the principal is absolutely es- 
sential. 
The principal owes it to 


himself, to his teachers and to the 
effectiveness of his supervision to 
continue supervision at any given 
time until a unit, an experiment, a 
problem, a project or a contract has 
been completed before he may come 
to a sound conclusion or give help- 
ful suggestions and criticisms. 


"Traditional subject

ficult.

a national grain corporation, it le 
claimed, presents a number of prob- 
lems; there are- three groups there 
which cannot seem to get together; 
ten days ago the farmers' coopera- 
tive marketing -corporation, with an 
authorized capital of $6,000.000 filed 
articles of Incorporation with the 
secretary of state of Minnesota. 


OPPOSES BOABD PLAN 


This, organization represents the 


farmers' 
elevator associations of 


Minnesota, North Dakota, South Da- 
kota and Montana. Approximately 
90 per cent of the grain shipped 
through 
elevators is handled by 


-farmers' elevators. This group op- 
poses the farm board plan on the 
ground that tho farmers' elevators 
group does not have a fair represent- 
ation on the committee of sixteen. 


"The farmers' elevators handle ap- 


proximately 250,000.000 bushels of 
grain a year in the four northwest- 
ern states mentioned above, accord- 
ing to Harry A. Feltus, traffic direc- 
tor for the association. He add? 
that approximately $100,000,000 is 
required to finance the peak move- 
ment of the crop in a normal year 
and lie does not believe the farm 
board would be willing to advance 
this sum fpr the territory involved. 


Mr. Feltus says satisfactory ar- 


rangements have been made through 
commission firms and banks and he 
feels that with the formation of the 
new farmers' cooperative marketing 
association, terminal elevator facil- 
ities can be provided so that farm- 
ers can hold their grain in terminals. 
He concluded1 by admitting frankly 
that tho practice of shipping from 
local elevators to terminal markets 
and selling immediately, protecting 
the farmer who desires to hold his 
grain through hedging operations in 
the groin futures markets, is too ex-' 
pensive a process to be successful. 


.Representatives of the Minnesota 


farm bureau charge that the farm- 
ers' elevators, although owned by 
farmers do not represent the .inter- 
ests of the cooperative farmers who 
desire to take advantage of the fed- 
eral farm board plan. 
CHARGE ELEVATOR CONTROL 


A. J. Olson president of the farm 


bureau, charges that the farmers' 
elevators group is controlled by the 
grain commission firms of Minneap- 
olis, who finance the elevators dur- 
ing the peak of the grain movement. 
He adds that the farmers' elevators 
have never operated on a- strlctly 
organlzed business basis. The farm 
bureau favors the pool plan of grain 
marketing as the proper national 
remedy~for conditions. 


The pool interests are represented 


in the northwest by the Minnesota 
wheat growers, the North Dakota 
wheat growers and the South Dako- 
ta wheat growers. These organiza- 
tions favor 
adoption of the pool 


plan as operated in Canada, where 
the pool is the marketing agency- 
tor all wheat, all over the country. 


A third group is the cooperative 


marketing sales .agency group rep- 
resented by tho farmer's union Ter- 
minal Association in Minnesota and 
tho Dakotas and by the farmers' 
union in the southwest. They hold 
that each farmer should be paid for 
identical grain which he produces 
and offers for sale, and they disagree 
wjth tho plans of the other groups 
and of the farm board. 


The committee of sixteen is'made 


up of five members 
representing 


the wheat pool Idea, five represent- 
ing1 the cooperative selling1 agencies 
and six representing the farmers' el- 
evators group. Although the pool 
and cooperative selling agencies do 
not agree with each other, they arc 
expected to oppose jointly the farm- 
ers' elevator men. The latter con- 
tend that wheat marketing is largely 
sectional, since durum wheat and 
most of the spring wheat come from 
the northwest, while winter wheat 
predominates in some 
other sec- 


tions. 


AH the groups were much impress- 


ed with the farm board announce- 
ment that $100,000,000 was available 
tiso in aiding cotton growers, but 
they seem to have overlooked the 
fact that the board did not say $100,- 
000,000 was to be loaned. What the 
board did indicate .was that when 
the 
_ growers had exhausted "their 


sources of credit through the inter- 
mediate credit 
banks and 
other 


sources, any necessary part of $100,- 
000,000 would be available to brinp 
tho amount which could be loaned 
on graded cotton to 16 cents a 
pound.

PACIFIC RELATIONS 
CONFERENCE OPENS 


FOR 12-DAY TERM 


Seven Nations Represented 


at Institute Now'Being Held 
in Japan 


Kyoto, Jauan—OO—Delegates rep- 


resenting the principal countries bor- 
dering on or vitally interested in 
the Pacific ocean met in the audi- 
torium of the Hinode Shimbun ("Sun- 
rise Newspaper") here this" morn- 
ing for "the opening session of the 
third biennial conference of the in- 
stitute of Pacific Relations. 


A message from Prime Minister 


Yuko Hamaguchi welcomed the con- 
ference to Japan, "where the two 
streams of culture. Oriental and Oc- 
cidental, meet and mingle," for their 
12-day session of research and debate 
on outstanding questions of the day 
In the Pacific area. Messages from 
other heads of state were read also. 


For the Japanese council of the 


institute, hosts of the conference, an 
opening address was made by Dr. 
Inazo Nitobe. former undersecretary 
general of the league of nations, 
chairman of the Japanese group. 
Governor Sagami of Kyoto prefecture 
and Mayor TToki of the city of Kyoto 
welcomed the delegates .from abroad 
to the ancient capital of Japan. For 
the visitors a response was made by 
Baron Hailsham, lord chancellor of 
England, in the late Baldwin gpv- 
ernment and chairman of the Brit- 
ish delegation here. 


The session was closed with a re- 


port of the work of the institute in 
the lost two years and an outline of 
the work of the present conference 
by~J.. Merle Davls-flfJIojQoMu,, gen- 
eral secretary.

' BOUND TABLE MEETS 


Later, meetings of the conference 


are to be held in the Miyako hotel 
on the outskirts of Kyoto, taking 
the form of round table discussions 
participated in by delegates and larg- 
er open meetings in the evenings. 
Three days have been alloted to dis- 
cussion of Manchuria, China's for- 
eign relations, and the machine age 
in the Pacific area also will be dis- 
cussed. 


The Institute of Pacific Relations 


is an entirely unofficial organiza- 
tion, and none of the delegates has 
any present connection 
with 
his 


home government, although several 
of them have formerly occupied high 
official positions. It votes no reso- 
lutions and makes no direct represen- 
tations to governments, but Its dis- 
cussions are believed by the promo- 
ters to have a strong indirect effect 
on the Pacific policies of more than 
one chancellory/ 


The present conference is held in 


Kyoto under tho auspices of the 
Japan council of the institute of 
which Dr. Nitobe is chairman. To 
finance this meeting the Japan coun- 
cil raised a fund of 100,000 yen (about 
$50,000) entirely from private, non- 
governmental sources. 


7 NATIONS REPRESENTED 


Seven nations, including three Brit- 


ish dominions, were represented by 
full delegations at the opening meet- 
ing, Japan, the United States. Great 
Britain. China, Canada, Australia.and 
New Zealand. There were sub-del 
egations of the American group from 
Hawaii and the Philippines; while 
observers were present from France, 
Mexico, the league of nations, the 
International Labor office and So- 
viet Russia. About 180 delegates 
have convened In Kyoto for the con- 
ference, the largest 
group being 


those from Japan, (47), the United 
States (43), and China (27). Including 
members of delegates families and 
secretaries there are about 300 vis- 
itors from abroad here for the con- 
ference.

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HEADLIGHTS 


AND BRAKES NEEDED 


FOR SAFE DRIVING 


State Engineer Discusses 
State Traffic Code in Bulle- 
tin 


Good brakes and good head lights 


ire- essential to safe motoring, ac- 
x>rdlng to C. N. Maurer. former state 
.raffle engineer, in a letter Issued a 
'ew days before he resigned from 
Ha office. This was one of a series 
>f letters issued by Mr. Maurer in 
rhich he discussed the new state 
bcaffle laws. 


Mr. Maurer points out that every 


vehicle, whether motor or horse 
Srawn, must carry lights or reflec- 
tive signals under the new code, 
rhey also must have 
adequate 


brakes, horns that can. be heard, 
rear view mirrors and windshield, 
vipers. 
* He says: 


"Good brakes and good lights are 


t>f primary importance in the pre- 
vention of accidents. Every car is 
required to have "two separate 
means of applying brakes, each of 
which means will be effective to ap- 
ply brakes to at least two wheels." 
Motorcycles are exempt from (brak- 
ing on two wheels, but they, as well 
as all motor vehicles must be able 
to stop within fifty 
feet from a 


speed of twenty miles per hour. Un- 
doubtedly brake clinics will be held 
by the more progressive cities to edu- 
cate local motorists and'it should be 
of vital interest to every operator 
to know whether he can stop his car 
within two/car lengths from twenty 
miles per hour. "Why not try it to- 
morrow and see whether or not your 
brakes need adjustment in order to 
meet legal requirements. Few op- 
erators realize that 
insufficient 


brakes may make them liable for ser- 
ious damage if they are involved in 
an accident. 


GOOD LIGHTS REQUIRED 


"According to Section 85.06 of the 


New Traffic Code: "No motor ve- 
hicle shall be operated upon or occu- 
py any public highway unless such 
vehicle is provided -with 
sufficient 


lights, of such design and so adjusted 
and operated as to render the use of 
the, highway by such vehicle -reason- 
ably safe for all the public." It per- 
mits a traffic- officer 
to stop you 


even in the daytime1 and warn, you 
to have a defective set of headlights 
repaired or. a tail light put on or 
clearance lamps'-fidded to a trailer. 
Officers often find it -impossible 
night to warn an operator with de- 
fective lights, whereas they can call 
the operator's attention to faulty 
equipment by tagging a car while it 
is parked. Obviously, operators who 
have no consideration for other mo- 
torists will "squawk" when they get 
such a ticket in the daytime, but 
thoughtful motorists who want to 
have better lights for themselves 
without annoying other users of the 
highways, will appreciate the sug- 
gestion. 


"Under this new code a "light 


ticket" does not mean arrest—it 
means get your ..lights fixed within 
three days. If you" Ignore it. then It 
does mean "trouble,- not because you 
lights are.* unlawful but because you 
have ignored a traffic "off leer's'no- 
tice. 


STANDARDS HIGH 


"For ten years the Industrial Com- 


mission has set high standards. The 
new code not only gives them control 
ofv lights on motor vehicles-but on 
trailers 'and horse-drawn vehicles as 
well. It authorizes them to examine 
light adjusting station and light-ad- 
justing station operators'. Such sta- 
tions ore necessary to provide con- 
venient, cheap and intelligent service 
for the motorists who need it. Wis- 
consin was the first state to demand 
plenty of light for safe night'driving 
and first to legalize 32 candle power 
bulbs. It has been proved that mis- 
adjustment, not candle power, is the 
cause of glare. But, according to 
the Industrial Commission's stand- 
ards, glare is also eliminated. Photo- 
metric or light measuring tests are 
required at every light service station 
to guarantee each operator at least 
ZOO feet of adequate road Illumina- 
tion and the elimination of glare 
from from other operators* eyes. 
Wisconsin was the first state to put 
a premium on plenty of light and 
Kty "don't dim" because it is too 
dangerous. Most operators have had 
this experience. The eyes cannot 
adjust themselves 
to the sudden 


change from bright to dim. or from 
vision to almost total blindness. 


"Headlights are not the only ones 


regulated by the new code. Trucks, 
trailers and all horse-drawn vehicles 
are included. On trucks and trailers, 
a. reflective signal may be carried 
Instead of a tail light. If they are 
electrically equipped, but they must 
carry a reflecnve signal if they are 
not electrically .equipped. This ap- 
plies only to trucks, tractors, trail- 
ers of semi-trailers.- Automobiles, 
however, must have a tall light as a 
reflective signal is not sufficient, al- 
though it Is a safety device in case 
3 tall light burns out. All horse- 
Irawn vehicles, except farm imple- 
ments being hauled across the road- 
way, must carry a light when used 
ifter dark. They are permitted to 
use a reflective signal instead of a 
lantern. 


CLEARANCE LIGHTS 


"Any 
vehicle, over eighty inches 


n width must carry on the left 
side, two clearance lamps, yellow tn 
tront and red at the rear or reflec- 
Jvo signals. The latter must not be 
more than forty-eight inches above 
he roadway. Trailers, also, must 
:arry red clearance and marker

David lu Wlckens, farm finance 


specialist of the federal bureau of 
agricultural economics, places 
the 


national farm mortgage debt at 
$9,468,000,000 on January 1, 1928. as 
compared to $9,360,000.000 on the 
corresponding date in 1325: an in- 
crease of $108,000.000 in three years. 


The figures for 1929 are not avail- 


able and unless, they reveal modifi- 
cation of indebtedness some authori- 
ties are' inclined to question the 
character of generally reported eco- 
nomic improvement.' 


The situation becomes more sig- 


nificant by comparing the 192S fig- 
ure with the total of $7,858,000,000 
indebtedness January 1, 1920. 


Wickens shows the largest In- 


crease in the* aount of farm mort- 
gage debt for the three-year period 
ending January 1. 1928, occurred 
in the east north-central states, the 
southern states and the Pacific 
group. 


The south Atlantic states showed 


the greatest 
relative increase in 


debt, with lesser .rates of increase 
in the east south-central, the west 
south-central, the east north-central 
and the Pacific group. 


Tho more optimistic 
observers 


point to the fact that decreases are 
reported for New England, the mid- 


dle Atlantic, the west north-central 
and the mountain group. 
Greatest 


relative decline occurred in the 
mountain states, with the middle 
Atlantic, the west north-centra! and 
the New England groups showing 
successively smaller reductions.

SAYS HE WAS INFLUENCED 
When 
brought 
to trial early in 


June. Manchester confessed that on 
May 27 he killed James W. Parks, 18. 
formerly an Inmate 
of the Baptist 


Orphans'. Home 
at Hapevllle. Ga., 


but insisted that he did so because of 
a strange influence exerted over him 
by Mrs. Powers, the beneflclary of a 
policy which would bring ner 514,000 
In case Parks met a violent death. 


When Mrs. Powers faced a jury 


here a few days ago, she denied Man- 
chester's confession, and Insisted she 
was innocent of any part in the or- 
phan boy's death. Despite her plea 
she was convicted and sentenced to 
die in the electric chair on November 
29, but execution of this sentence has 
been deferred 
pending ar. appeal. 


She would be the oldest woman ever 
to receive a death sentence. 


Following his conviction in June, 


Manchester was sentenced to be elec- 
trocuted in August, but her too se- 
cured delay of sentence by an appeal 
to the higher courts. 
WOMAN DENIED CONFESSION 
The body of James W. Parks, the 


slain orphan boy, was found May 28 
on the banks of the Ocmulgee river 
near Macon with two bullet wounds 
In'the head. 
Detectives discovered 


soon" after that Mrs. Powers carried 
a $7,000 insurance 
policy on the 


youth's life, and that this policy 
contained a double indemnity clause 
•whereby she would receive $14,00<Tin 
the event Parks came to his death by 
•violence. Manchester also was arrest- 
ed and the police announced immedl- 


~'"ately afterward that both had con- 


* fessed, though Mrs. Powers repudi- 


ated thW alleged confession when she 
took the witness stand at her trial.

tion, detectives discovered that two 
advertisements inserted in a Macon

• Chester and Parks to seek lodging at 
Mrs. Powers' room house. The first of 
these ads. appearing on March 31, 
was answered by Parks. It read as 
follows:

-branceB, to live as pne the family 
knd assist fn a tery pleasant busl- 
fpe*s- Prefer an orphan bay and one 
'reared Mn 'the country. Good home 
and salary. No experience 
needed.
